The second Legislative Assembly of the province was dissolved 
by proclamation of His Hon, Lieutenant Governor Bulyea late last 
night. The general election will take place on ‘fhursday, April 
17th with the nominations on April 10th, one week earlier. 

The proclamation dissolving the house was issued after a meet- 
ing of the Executive Council lasting till nearly midnight, and at 
the close of which Premier Sifton, as chairman of ccuncil, handed

ment department, and got them to in- 
terdict themselves. In no single case 
have I ever been able to make these 
arrangements with a prisoner witk- 


out a police officer having been pres- 
ent all the time.
